50 yea rs on w ay, postcard 
arrives ; destination gone

WASHINGTON — Carol Baker, a 
secretary at the Department of Trans- 
portation building, opened the mail 
last Friday and found a postcard that 
Army Pvt. W.B. Hillcary mailed to 
■ his mother on July 5, 1944. 

— "1 knewthe mail’^vas slow.-but lhis- 
was ridiculous." said Baker, who is 
puzzled about why it look SO years 
and four .wars for a postcard to make 
it from Fort Lewis. Wash., to the site 
of Hillcnry’s former home in South- 
west Wa,shinglon. 

Hillcary, who died last year at age 
69, had mailed ihe-card to his moth- 
er's house, but now that address is oc- 
cupied by asphalt and federal build- 
ings. 

Even though the soldier grew up in 


the shadow of the Washington Monu- 
ment, according to his postcard, Hil- 
lcary was nonetheless impressed by 
his post in Washington state. 

“Dearest Mother. Isn’t this a pretty 
view? Just think, an Army post with 
big marble monuments and chapels 
that look like something in u big city. 

-You-can-also see-the-exterior-of the 
type of barracks we have here at tlic 
right. They arc more like college dor- 
mitories. With love, Burt.” 

Fort Lewis, built in 1917. is the 
largest U.S. Amiy post on the West 
Coast. Its 26,000 .soldiers, 20.000 de- 
pendents ami 6,000 civilians sprawl 
across 87,000 acres between Tacoma 
and Mount Rainier.

HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
Finland may have become the first 
country in the world to virtually 
-eliminaie-mcQsleSf-mumps-and- 
rubella as a result of a 12-ycar 
vaccination program, researchers 
said Friday. 

The program, initioled os part of 
a United Nations effort to eradi- 
'■catcihc'dlscascs'by^OOOriTlikely 
to become a model for other pro- 
grams to prevent the illnesses, 
which affected tens of thousands 
of Finnish children in the 1970s. ' 

“Wc consid^wc've been suc- 
cessful in crmlirating these dis- 
eases,'' researcher Olli Heinonen. 
of t he Un iversity oHlelsinki. said 
Friday, “rbclieve we’re the first 
cbuntiy to have done so."

Atlanta 
told of dramatic progress toward 
eliminating polio in China.

In al], more than 1.5 mil- 
lion people in a population of 5 
million were vaccinated, 
Heinonen said. The injections 
were part of a free postnatal health 
care provided by the state. 

Today there arc less than 10 
cases of each disease a year, most 
of them probably imported, he • 
said. “Our success was largely due 
to the secondary injection, “ 
Heinonen said. “Mo.st other coun? 
tries only give one injection, >ut 
our studies showed tliat by the age 
of 6. the antibodies were not as 
high os they should have been.” -

program began, measles killed an 
average 10 children a year and 
caused permanent deafness arid 
mental retardation in hundreds of 
other's.

“1 believe fhis is a violation of the 
separation of church and state,” said 
parent Chris Budwill. “I believe that 
by allowing any church group on 
school grounds as volunteers to ful- 
fill a church obligaiion.is sending 
the message to children that their 
religion is acceptable.” 

Budwill wrote to the principal of 
Entz Elementary School, where 
Budwill’s 12-year-old son attends, 
complaining about the missionaries’ 
presence. 

— T^sch6ols-a^e-going-lo-take-a- 
stance on being religiously neutral, 1 
don't think any church group has a 
right to be doing public service in 
our schools,” Budwill said. 

Budwill said other parents who 
arc' also concerned called the dis- 
trict. • 

The missionaries decided to leave 
the school after hearing the com- 
plaints but could go back. • 

“If the school chooses .to use 


them, they will do jt,” said Dale 
Shumway, Arizona spokesman for 
the Mormon Church. "They arc just 
willing to give service jf-that is 
acceptable to the school.” 

After age 19, male Mormons arc 
expected to volunteer two years and 
women arc IS months to spread the 
Mormon religion to people in all 
parts oftKc world.

One day last month, a woman in 
Central Florida logged onto the 
Christian Interactive Network oj^ 
“ her computer, called up^a "chat 
room" and read a brief, chilling 
message. It read in port: 

"I have tried to end it tonight. 1 
put the truck in the garage and 
turned it on.V 

Panicked, the woman typed out 
a message asking if anyone knew 
the writer. Reading her message in 
Virginia, another network user 
copied the ID number at the bot- 
tom of the suicide note, called 
CompuServe and found the man's 
name and city. 

As. other users shared prayers 
on-line, a deputy iri Miami 
- County. Ohio, sped to tH? man's 
house and pulled' him out pf his 
garaji, thereby saving him. 

F5r CIN founder .Greg Darby, 
the stop’s ending was particularly 
-satisfying. 

"It shov^'cd how we can be used 
by the Lord," he says, as he sits by 
his oversize computer monitor in 
the Fort Lauderdalei'Fla., office 
park where the network is based. 

Indeed, Darby has long believed 
' that technology can serve religion: 
"Look at the Gutenberg Press: it 
. was invented to print Bibles. The 
apostle Paul made a pathway for 
t elling people about Jesus. We're 
" making a pathwaylhrough cyber^ 
space." 

On a practical plane, the suicide 
prevention story yielded lots of 
publicity for the fledgling CIN, 
~which-was-foundcd-just:^cight- 
months ago. Alicr the ilcws reports 
came a spot on ABC's "PrimcTimc 
Live," then stories in People and 
even The National Enquirer. Darby 
also was interviewed for a 
"Donahue" show, although no 
broadcast date has been set. 

Using the CompuServe on-line 
service, CIN provides an “on 
ramp for .the information high- 
way." as Darby likes' (o piit it. 
That means an clcctronie platform 
for churches such as Calvary 
Chapel of Pompano Beach, Fla., 


intcrchurch organizations such os 
Campus Crusade, and publishers 
such as Parsons Technology in 
Iowa. 

^It-aJsp-mcanR;a-placC'.whcrc= 
3,600 individual users — from 
such diverse countries as 
Germany, Japan. Hungary, 
Russia. New Zealand. Sweden and 
South Africa — can chat, swap 
information and even pray, with- • 
out ever seeing, hearing or touch- 
ing one another. 

•• It’s this elaborate system that 
makes everyday “miracles" possi- 
ble, Darby believes. For the sui- 
cide prevention is not the only 
. instance ofhelp that has occurred. 

He mentions 0 . missionary in 
Tegucigalpa. Honduras, who 
typed in an urgent appeal for 
advice on fixing a gas-pbwered 
generator. Another CIN, user sug- 
MSted he check the fuel filter. 
That fixed the machine. 

Then there was the teen-ager 
who was touched after reading on- 
line prayers for a girl's injured 
eye. “Thank you — my son 
accepted Veshua last night,” the 
teen's mother wrote Darby, using 
the Hebrew word for Jesus. 

Then there is the perhaps more 
mundane "miracle" of 500 volun- 
teers across the country who work 
as the CIN support staff. If some- 
one in, say. Memphis, Tcnn.. has 
trouble with a modem — the 
device that enables compute to 
send and receive data via phone 
lines — CIN can dispatch a 
friendly tckkic from nearby. 

The one interaction Darby wjll 
-notallow-’omCINis'quairclsTovcr- 
basic Christianity. No debates 
over whether Jesus existed or the 
Bible was inspired by God, as 
there arc on several Internet 
. forums. Darby makes no bones 
about censoring material. 

“You wouldn't bring your own 
pulpit into a church service." he 
argues. "We're ati evangelical 
organization, meant to bring 
Christians togcilicr, not to divide 
them.
